Summer, Fall, and Winter terms. Teacher, Mary F. Knowl- 
ton. The right teacher in the right place. Result—good work, 
thoroughly done.

Summer, Fall, and Winter terms. Teacher, Emma R. Smith. 
Miss Smith is peculiarly adapted for this school, the most respon- 
sible teacher’s position in town, and the results of her year’s 
work are all that could be asked of any teacher.

It is 
useless to waste money on female teachers, in the winter term of 
this school. A resolute, efficient, male teacher should be had, 
regardless of length of term.

Summer and Fallterms. Teacher, Adelia A. Nichols. There 
was a diversity and variety in the instruction of this school, which 
gave it especial value. ‘The order was good, and much valuable 
instruction was given aside from text books. These two terms 
will take rank with the best.

Special commendation is 
due this school, from the fact that while some of the pupils attend- 
ed school to comply with the law, they entered heartily into the 
work, and by their studiousness and correct deportment, won the 
respect and confidence of teacher and committee.

Or- 
der, excellent; instruction, good. No tardiness in two terms, 
and every scholar marked perfect in deportment. 


The banner district in attendance and deportment for the year 
is No. 11. Attendance has been good in First No. 1, Nos. 4, 
7, and Fall term of No. 8; fair in Summer and Winter terms in 
No. 2, in No. 8, Summer term of No. 8, No. 9, and No. 11, 
and decidedly bad in No. 5, and Winter term of No.7. Punctu- 
tuality has been perfect in No. 4, Summer term of No. 7, and in 
No. 11; good in Primary No. 1, Intermediate No. 1, First No. 
1, Summer and Winter terms in No. 2, No. 3, Summer term of 
No. 5, Fall term of No. 7, No.9, and No.11. The largest per- 
centage of tardiness has been in fall term of No. 2, Fall term of 
No.5, and in No. 8. Tardiness in scholars is usually chargeable 
to parents, and results from loose, slovenly home training. In 
deportment, No. 11 is reported perfect; No. 1 Primary, No. 1 
Intermediate, No. 2, No. 3, No. 4, Fall term of No. 5, Summer 
term of No. 6, No. 7, No. 8, No. 9, No. 10, and No. 11 have 
been good; No.1 First, Summer term of No. 5. and Winter 
term of No. 6, have been fair. The teacher's ratings for de- 
portment in Summer term of First No.1 are not correct. The 
registers that have been returned imperfectly filled out (having 
no deportment record), are Miss French’s in No. 3, Miss Petten- 
gill’s in No. 4, Miss Chapman’s in No. 5, Miss Nichols’ in No. 
7, and Miss Ventres’ in No. 10. 


The record of school work for the year contains much to com- 
mend, much promise of future good, and some things to deplore. 
The tendency of the year’s work has been toward more thorough 
work on foundation principles, better drill in study, a broader 
understanding of the relations of facts learned to the business of 
life, more efficient discipline, and a deeper sense of individual 
responsibility. We find a need for continued effort in the same 
direction. ‘The need of the schools is not so much more money, 
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as wiser methods in expending what we have. The schools 
need more energy, more earnestness, more depth of conviction 
and directness of purpose from parents, teachers and scholars. 
They need a more intelligent conviction of their shortcomings, 
and less complaisant flattery about present attainments. They 
need more spelling book, more mental arithmetic, more grammar, 
and less analysis; less adherence to the theoretical ideas of ‘‘ed- 
ucators,” and more common sense ; a more cordial disposition to 
aid the teacher, and less grumbling on the part of parents ; less 
criticism of teachers’ faults, and better home training for chil- 
dren ; less impatience at present results, and a more abiding faith 
in the future harvest. Special attention of Prudential Commit- 
tees for the coming year, is called to the necessity for selecting 
the best teachers, and also to the clause in the statute requiring 
teachers to make a return of the school register, properly filled 
out, before teachers shall be entitled to payment for services.

HIGH SCHOOL, 


Spring term. Teacher, E. H. Taylor. Mr. Taylor complet- 
ed the year of service for which he had been engaged, and re- 
signed his position. His management of the school did not fully 
meet the requirements of the case, still it is but just to him to 
say, that if as much effort had been made to sustain, as to dis- 
courage his work, by those whose duty it was to support him, 
the results of his labor would have been widely different. 

For the Fall and Winter terms the services of Mr. C. L. Rich 
were secured. The circumstances under which he commenced 
his work were rather discouraging. Some prejudice had been 
created against the school, the members of the new class were 
very young, their elementary training was not as thorough as it 
should be, and there was a disposition on the part of pupils to 
take up studies too difficult for their age and present scholarship. 
Mr. Rich has acquitted himself creditably, won the love and re- 
spect of his pupils, and the confidence of the community. There 
are many elements of promise in this school. If the fu- 
ture shall bring to the pupils a deepening sense of responsibility, 
to the teacher the knowledge that he can only retain his pres- 
ent hold upon pupils and community by increasing vigilance re- 
specting the order, promptness, and energy of the school; to 
parents the conviction that if their children are to succeed in 
school they cannot have them running about until late hours at 
night, or allow their interest in school to be destroyed by any 
passing folly to which they may be attracted, there exists no rea- 
son why the Peterboro’ High School may not fully accomplish its 
beneficent work.

The 
librarian has been notified that this library has been selected as 
one to which a complete set of the ‘‘Census Report for 1880” 
will be sent. Nearly three-fourths of the whole number of fami- . 
lies in town are availing themselves of the benefits of the library 
by drawing books therefrom. Pupils in the public schools use it 
more frequently than heretofore, finding in the historical works 
and books of reference valuable aids in the prosecution of their 
studies. We would call your attention to the very urgent need 
for a new catalogue of the books of the library—a want which 
has existed for several years. With more than twelve hundred 
volumes which have never been catalogued, without a single copy 
of the old catalogue to put into the hands of the patrons of the 
library, except two or three much worn ones kept by the librarian, 
it may be said that, at the present time, the library has no cata- 
logue. Great inconvenience to both the librarian and those who 
wish to draw books is the result. 


We recommend that an appropriation be made at the next an- 
nual meeting, sufficient to provide for the making of a catalogue 
which shall be a correct index and finding list to all the books 
now in the library.
